Mrs. Lord’s Business Administration program, 
with GTE as its corporate sponsor, organized their own 
company called BAJA. The commitment to relevant in¬ 
terdisciplinary education is evident on the part of Co¬ 
ordinator, Miss Copell, as she has initiated a Creative 
Writing/Desktop Publishing course taught by Mrs. Dix¬ 
on and the community technology courses offered to 
adults and elementary students.

A Profile in Courage 


The Redfield Excellence in Teaching 
Award is a treasured one because the 
recipient is selected by students as well 
as colleagues. This year’s winner, busi¬ 
ness teacher and technology coordina¬ 
tor, Susan Manning Copell, truly epit¬ 
omized the standards of caring and 
creativity mandated by 
the award. She was in the 
vanguard of educators 
who believe that learning 
should have relevance, 
and lifelong skills should 
be developed in the pro¬ 
cess. Apple Computer 
Corporation recognized 
her curriculum develop¬ 
ment and interdiscipli¬ 
nary approach to teaching 
as a model program and 
featured her in their 1990 
Educator’s Guide. She 
was among 12 teachers 
nationwide who were fea¬ 
tured for their extraordi¬ 
nary work. 

Perhaps her boundless 
energy, coupled with a 
genuine love of people and 
a need to help them in 
some way, made her the ideal teacher. 
Although big businesses were constant¬ 
ly trying to entice her away from the 
field, teaching was her love, and her 
students ranged from grammar school 
keyboarders, whom she insisted on in¬ 
structing in technique though she could 
little afford the time, to graduate stu¬ 
dents at Suffolk University. She de¬ 
signed courses for adults in the com¬ 


munity as well; indeed, the stamp of 
Sue Copell pervades Wellesley High. 
Ms. Copell was instrumental in help¬ 
ing to bring the first Macintosh Lab to 
the high school, and the technology 
revolution over the past five years is 
due in large part to her vision, cre¬ 
ativity and hard work. 
Campus Treasures has 
burgeoned as a self sup¬ 
porting lab where stu¬ 
dents have the opportuni¬ 
ty to run a small business 
from the ground up from 
managing, marketing and 
advertising. Until her en¬ 
ergy began to fail her, Ms. 
Copell would keep the 
store open during all of 
the student lunch shifts, 
even though it meant that 
she, herself, might not 
have any time to eat. 

In addition to all of 
these tasks, as yearbook 
advisor, she was con¬ 
stantly organizing, en¬ 
couraging and inspiring 
this staff. 

Optimism, strength, 
courage, love, and an incredible fa¬ 
cility to make others feel able and val¬ 
ued as individuals: these were the gifts 
that she shared with everyone she 
met. Wellesley High lost part of its 
heart when Ms. Copell succumbed to 
cancer in late May, but its halls still 
echo with the staccato tap of her heels, 
her laughter, and her cheery greet¬ 
ings. We’ll miss you, friend. 
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Her cheery eyes, her loving smile, her “hi pals”
